THE REPARATION TERMS. 


MESSAGE MOM THE KING. 

Replying to a message from the 
Lord Mayor of London, on behalf of 
the citizens of London, the King on 
Saturday night telegraphed :— 
In this memorable hour, when we 
are once again at peace with 
Germany, I gratefully thank the 
citizens of London for their loyal 
message. With all my heart I 
reciprocate their hopes, and 
fervently pray that, please God, 
this day may be the dawn of an 
era in which the peopl: of the 
British Empire may for ever live 
at peace with themselves and all 
men.

THE SIGNING, 
The Peace Treaty, says a Reuter message, 
dated Paris, Saturday, was ratified at 4.15 this 
afternoon. 
There were a number of onlookers at the 
Quai d'Orsay, to watch the arrival of the dele- 
gates. M. Clemenceau received a great ovatior, 
as also did Mr. Lloyd George, who arrived on 
foot, and was obliged to wait a few moments 
before he was able to get through the steady 
stream of motor cars. 
M. Clemenceau having declared that the pro- 
tocol was identical with that submitted on 
November 2, invited the German to 
gign. After this had been done, M..Clemenceau 
handed them « list, stating that the Allies 
undertook, if necessary, to reduce the amount 
of labour and material demanded from Ger- 
many. All this lasted barely three minutes. 
The German delegates were then conducted 
to the Clock Room, whore the Allied representa- 
tives had already taken their places. Herr von 
Simson was the first to sign the protocol and the 
deposit of ratifications; then Baron von Lersner 
appended his signature, followed by Mr. Lloyd 
Memenceau, Mr. Matsui, and the 
b8 of the smaller Powers.

STATE REFRESHMENT HOUSES. 

The question of the nationalisation of certain 
industries is playing a prominent part in 
politics just now, and the avowed policy of the 
Labour Party is adding its weight at by-elec- 
tions. The Labour campaign for the public 
ownership and control of the liquor trade 
regarded by some as a phase of the party's 
general policy, though others look upon it as a 
thing «part-—as, m fact, Labour's suggested 
solution of the liquor problem, distinct from 
nationalisation in general. Sir Leo. Chicsza 
Money, who is a member of the Labour Cam- 
paign Committee, told a Press representative 
that he dij not agree that the nationalisation 
of industry had declined in popularity among 
the rank and file. “On the contrary,” said he, 


“the candidates favouring nationalisation are 
| either winning seats or polling extraordinarily 
well in different constituences. Drink, in my 
| opinion, is ome of the most dificult trades to 
nationalise, and the success of the Carlisle ex- 
periment is, therefore, so much more powerful 
an argument for nationalisation in general.” 
Asked how efficiency of administration under 
| State ownership might be best secured, Sir Leo 
replied that the Carlisle experiment had de 
monstrated the success of that form of manage- 
ment. The Labour Party's accepted policy of 
democratic control must in any case apply to 
liquor as to other industries. 

“What is Labour's reply to the criticism 
that A large body of unemployment 
would be created through reorganisation and the 
clesing of redundant breweries and houses?” 
“Any diversion of expenditure from aleohol to 
other commodities,” he said., would not lead to 
Í unemployment, but merety to a transfer of em- 
ployment. Moreover, I think it can be demon- 
strated that an expenditure of £1 upon alcoholic 
drink employs less labour than upon most other 
commo tities.” 

Sir Leo does not attach much weight to the 
contention that profit-taking by the State would 
prove as great a barrier to reform as profit-tak- 
ing by the publican; nor to the suggestion some- 
times made to meet this difficulty, that surplus 
revenue might be devoted to public improve- 
ments in relief of taxation.

Justice Barton held that the rule referred 
to was obnoxious, was im restraint of trade 
nous to one party and of no benefit to the 
other. 

A CLERGYMAN AND CO-OPERATION. 

On the 22nd August, 1917, there was mtro- 
duced into this purely commercial controversy 2 
note which bad since developed in a most un- 
fortunate manner. The parish priest of the dis- 
trict was Father Trant.

TUG AND LIFEBOAT FAIL IN 
RESCUE EFFORTS, 
— oe 


VESSEL SPLIT ON ROCKS. 
Thirty-six lives were lost in the wreck of 
the steamer Treveal off the Dorset coast on 


Saturday. 

The Treveal, 5,200 tons net register, owned 
tty the Hains Steamship Company, St. Ives, 
from Calcutta to Dundee under charter of the 
Brocklebank Steamship Company, Liverpool, 

wich general cargo, consisting mainly of jute, 
put into Portland on Friday night for a pilot. 
None being available the vessel proceeded up 
Channel, but about two hours later the agents 
received a wireless message that shé had gone 
ashore, The tug Petrel immediately went to 
the steamer's assistance, but in the storm was 
unable to locate her, and returned to Portland 
at midnight. Later messages were received 
by the coastguard that the Treveal had struck 
the Kimmer Edge rocks, near St. Alban Head, 
and needed assistance. 

At dawn the Petrel put to sea again, towing 
the Weymouth lifeboat. The gale, however, 
had increased in violence, and heavy seas were 
running, so that the lifeboat could not get 
near the Treveal, which was tightly wedged on 
Kimmer Edge rocks. Owing to the distance 
of the ship from shore it was also impossible 
tor the rocket apparatus to be utilised by the 
coaétguards, 

About 11 a.m. the Captain of the Treveal 
signalled that he was going to abandon 
ship, and soon after the crew left the vessel 
m two boats. They had scarcely got clear, 
however, ere both boats were swamped in the 
raging surf. The men struck out for the shore, 
assisted by the tide. Only seven, however, 
reached safety, 36 being drowned. 

The survivers, who included the third officer, 
chief engineer, mess room eteward, cook, 
n Seaman, and two apprentices, were taken to 
Swanage, and cared for by the Shipwrecked 
Mariners’ Society. 

About noon the Treveal broke in two and 
became submerged, the sea being strewn with 
cargo. Eighteen bodies were washed ashore 
during the day, and taken in charge by the 
coastguard. The crew were mainly natives of 
Cornwall. * The seven survivors are Third 
Officer W. Donald, Swansea; Chief Engineer 
R. H. W.“ Thirkell, Cardiff; H. Wilcock. St. 
Ives; a man named Turnow, St. Ives: A. W. 
Winterbotham, Penzance; K. Kirkby, Sheffield; 
and F. Angell, Truro The two lastnamed are 
apprentices, ! 

Wileock was chief cook, Turnow mess 
steward, and Winterbotham able seaman. Up 
to last evening twenty bodies had been washed 
ashore, and were placed in the coastquard 
houses at Kimmer Edge. The surviving officers 
said that they left Portland about 5.30 on 
Friday evening. The ship struck about nine 
o'clock the same night. There was then only 
a moderate breeze. 

The chief engineer declared that if a tug had 
reached them that night they could have got 
the vessel off. The last wireless they sent out 
was—' For God's sake send us  aasistance.” 
They hung on all night, and at 9 o'clock next 
morning with heavy seas breaking over the ship, 
the captain decided to abandon the vessel. 

The crew took to two boats, there being 21 
in tho captain s boat, and 22 in the chief 
officer's boat. They rowed towards the shore, 
about a mile off, but both boats capsized, and 
the men were flung into the evrf. The men 
were struggimg in all directions.

ALLEGATIONS OP 
"“ PROFITEERING.”’ 


Mr. Frank Hodges, Miners’ Federation, speak- 
ing at Bristol yesterday, said that the Govern- 
ment instead of taking six shi of all in- 
land coal, took ten shillings off domestic coal, 
with the result that the workingmen and middle 
classes were deprived of coal in spite of the fact 
that the cutput had increased. wnels were 
ex more coal at higher prices and tank ing 
greater profits. What was the good of reduc- 
ing the price of domestic coal if it could not be 
got? What did the people think of a Govern- 
ment that made such a position possible? Ae a 
nation we depended for material prosperity upon 
coal, but this country only possessed three per 
cent. of the world’s supply, and when that was 
used up, unless a substitute were found in this 
country, we should le back to. pastoral life. 
Coal could be 2 more economically 
than at present, but the capitalistic system pre- 
vented the tion of scientific methods in 
order to continue the big profits. He denied that 
the nationalisation of mines would injure the 
interests of the workers generally. If miners 
had been selfish and groedy they could have ac- 
cepted the Governmest’s offer of an unholy alli 
ance with the coalowners and share the spoils. 
It was the national point of view that inspired 
them, and if they had to strike to obtain that 
— change, it would be not to secure financial 

nefits for the minett but because they be- 
lieved it was the only way in which the decay 
in the national life could be arrested. If they 
did not take that step decay would continue. 
If political opportunities were denied them, he 
asked the country to be ready to take that step 
on its own account, and to compel political in- 
stitutions to become susceptible to that change 
taking place.

PROPAGANDA WORK. 

The Indian mail, which arrived on January 
10th, contains further accounts of the evidence 
8 n before the Hunter Commission on the 

H., riots in April last, and the manner in 
which they were dealt with. : 

Captain Ewing, giving evidence of the work 
done by his mobile column in the Sialleot area 
during the disturbances, said that a lot of 
Propaganda work was done. Printed statements 
were read out by Indians at various places deal 
ing with the false rumours current in relation 
to the Rowlatt Act. At Saeikhupure he also 
gave a tlemonstration of machine-gun fire. 

Mr. Neville, who was Assistant Superin- 
tendent of Police at Gujranwala, said that 
special police arrangements had been made for 
the hartal which was to come off there, but the 
date was changed, and the striking force avail- 
alle on April 14 was small. Witness thonght 
that the change of date of the hartal was de- 
liberate on the part of the leader, to spol the 
police arrangements. He agreed with previous 
witnesses as to the effect of the action taken by 
the aeroplanes, stating that after that action 
the crowds dispersed, and there was no further 
trouble. Asked why Mr. Heron, the Super n- 
tendent of Police, did not fire on 
the mob at the post office earlier 
in the day, witness said thatthe 
Superintendent had no orders, and the Acting 
Deputy Commissioner (Mr. Sultan Ahmad) 
would not order fire. 

A BRIEF TENURE OF OFFICE. 

The Acting Deputy Commissioner referred to, 
u retired Government official, acted as Deputy 
Commissioner of Gujranwala for a day and a 
half, during the interval between Colonel 
O'Brien's departure on April 12th and his re. 
turn on the afternoon of the 14th. Asked if he 
had ever*acted es Deputy Commissioner before, 
Mr. Sultan Ahmad replied, amid: laughter, No; 

Describing the 
events of the I4th, he said that 40 per cent. of 
the mob at the railway station was composed 
of boys, and in view of this fact his conscience 
did not allow him to order fire to be opened. 
The Superintendent of Police was also of opinion 
that they should not fire. 
Gujranwala since July, 1917. and the outbreak 
was an absolute surprise to him. Asked whether 
in his official experience he had ever had to 
face any riot before, he referred, amidst 
laughter, to a disturbance at Multan in 1884. 

Pandit Igbal Narain, Secretary of the Munici- 
pal Committee at Gujranwala, said that he saw 
Mr. Heron surrounded by a mob, and when he 
left five minutes before Mr. Heron fired the 
mob were throwing stones and the Police Super- 
intendent’s position was critical. Describing the 
attempt to set fire to the railway bridge, he 
said that the mob thought themeelves in power, 
and acted in complete defiance of all other 
power. But for the arrival of the aeroplanes 
more damage would have been done. He had 
been in Gujranwala three years, and Rnew al! 
the legal practitioners. Their attitude at the 
time was dubious. 

OUT TO DESTROY. 

Sarder Sardar Singh, pleader, of Gujranwala, 
agreed that the action of the aeroplanes was 
heneficial in restoring order, even though it in- 
volved a number of casualties. The mob “ was 
‘out’ to destroy anything Government.” Up 
to April the people of Gujranwala had been law. 
abiding and peaceful. He attributed the change 
to the agitation over the Rowlatt Act, followed 
up by the Aertel, and the news of whet had 
happened at Amritser and Labore. This had 
the result of making the unruly element get 
out of hand. Respéctable people were ao ter- 
rified by what the hooligans were doing that 
they remained indoors, With regard to recruit. 
ing, he said that the number recruited against 
their will was very small, and on their express- 
ing their dissatisfaction they were sent back 
by the higher authorities. 

Mr. §. M. Jacob, Director of Agriculture, 
said tht he accompanied a mobile column as 
civilian representative, vested with the powers 
of a magistrate under martial law. Hig in- 
structions included investigation into the cut. 
ting of wires, with a view to the punishment of 
the offenders. , At one village the lambardar was 
obstructive, would give no information, and re. 
fused to accompany him. He, therefore, had been 
bound to a tree and given fifteen stripes. It 
was a statutory obligation on the lamberdar to 
assist Government officers. At another village 
he took six hostages to prevent a recurrence of 
the damage. He left them at an adjoining 
police station. He did not know what happened 
to them or how long they were kept.

MR. JUSTICE SAMUELS AT 
KILLINEY. 

Mr. Justice Samuels attended morning Service 
on Sunday at Holy Trinity Church, Killiney. 
and delivered an address to the congregation 
in aid of the Central Emergen¢y Fund. 

Mr. Justice Samuels said that members of 
the Church of Ireland could not have the work 
of the Chureh carried on by clergy who were in 
the absolutely appalling condition of getting 
into debt without any hope of getting out of it 
The epeaker referred to the Disestablishment 
period, when they aimed to form the nucleus 
of 4 Central Fund from which rectors should 
be paid annual stipends of not less than £250 
and eurates £170. That endeavour was largely 
carried out by the eelf-sacrifice of the clergy of 
that time, who took a very great risk. The 
laity came to the rescue, and there had been 
no failure in the paying of those stipends. but 
what value, he asked, were those miserable 
stipends in these days, or even incomes of K 
or £400 a year?"
